Irrigation ia again up for discussion 


npou the dry plains of Nevada and in 
the sibo.e arid w°»t. There is mnoh 
connected with the pnbjejt that can 
be di*ouf>bed, ti-it there 11 very li'tie 
to sustain discussion. It is a foregone 
conclusion that it will require oen 
taries to redeem tbe Stele through tbe 
•ppliiwtiuu of private enterprise. The 
Uw of necessity will have a large 
operation b. for? it 
will be 
HCCOCD 


pliehed, provided tt.e means to do the 
work is supplied unaided from private 
capital in tbe bandit of home seekers 
There it some exception taken by 
friends of irrigation to the courts ef 
the national government respecting 
the subject. 


Its neglect of a great enterprise 


which would be tbe means of provid< 
ing homes for millions of people ia a 
matter tbat demands public attention 
and should command government aid, 
M it is a matter of national conse- 
quence and general in its application 
to the people. 
Tbe benefits that 


would be secured to home seekers 
would be open to all citizens of tbe 
United States wbo might desire to 
•vail themselves of an opportunity te 
better 
their 
condition. 
Tbe ad- 


vantages that would be derived from a 
general system of Irrigation provided 
by tbe people, through government 
•id, would be national in application 
scd effect. 


We do not nave tbe space to give the 


facts upon which these conclusions 
•rise, bnt any pereon familiar with the 
snbjec', as everybody in the arid 
regions should be, miy marshall the 
facts without effort that give the con- 
clusions. Tnere ia no causa interven- 
ing to prevent the general government 
upon principle from giving aid to re- 
deem from nature tbe arid districts of 
tbe mountain weat. Whan it is asoer 
tained that there is no cause to hinder 
Congress from making appropriations 
to aid irrigation upon any principle 
included in our general system of gov- 
ernment. 
A problem is then np for 


solution which includes all 
other 


eaasee, if any that may exist. 


The sums expended in war are given 


•s a cause in lavor of appropriations 
being made to aid irrigation by some 
of the people, and by other--, theso ex- 
penditures being large, are given as 
Masons 
against any appropriation 


being made, upon the theory tbat these 
expenditures are so large that the 
government cannot at this time afford 
to 
make an appropriation 
to aid 


irrigation. 


These views upon existing condi- 


tions may be given pro and con upon 
the snbjeot of appropriations for irri- 
gation; but npon a review of the whole 
matter oonneated with appropriations 
for irrigation, it is tbe opinio-i of the 
JOUBNAL tbat they do not enter into 
tbe question dk it is and will continue 
to be before Congress. The question 
when disposed o' will bt solved npon 
commercial principles, and not npon 
tbe question of supply and demand ol 
lands for home uses, or upon any 
principle or class of faota not inclndsd 
in oommerce. Subjects which include 
commerce only, as Congress 
ja at 


present constituted, will reoeiva at- 
tention from a majority of tbat body. 


Tbe amount expended in war is not 


• consideration when it is believed that
